To which it was anfwered, that 
this confequence did not neceffarily follow, fince the Sun, 
if he pleated, might fing abed, and awake the Morn with 
his 4armony; and that if even the confequence be allow- 
ed to be neceflary, it is.no unreafonable thing for a poet 
to defire the Monarch of mufick, &c. once in a whole 
year, to rile before the morning, on fome very extraor-
